PUBLIC MEETING IN DUBLIN. 


A public meeting of the members of the As 
sociation of Secondary Teachers and their sym- 
pathisers and supporters was beld in the Man- 
sion House, Dublin, on Saturday evening for 
the purpose of discussing Ireland’s claim to 
adequate financial provision for her secondary 
education. ras 

The Lord Mayor (Alderman L. O'Neill) pre- 
sided over a large attendance, including repre- 
sentatives of the three Irish Universities, and 
the Catholic and Protestant Headmasters’ As- 
sociations. .

from the top by a high educational ideal, the in- 
fluence of which will penetrate right down to elemen- 
tary education. ‘The key to this is the reorgani- 
sation of the teaching profession. i 

Given a corps of teachers, properly trained and 
paid, with a definite scheme to carry into effect, 
there ig little reason to fear that they will not 
succeed. Ethical, religious, and material ideals are 
not inconsistent. ‘They all belong to that larger 
whole which is the only sufficient explanation of a 
national aystem of edacation. And the teachers, 
steeped in the consciousness of those ideals, must 
distribute their work. The University influence is 
most important in the training of as many of them 
as it can be brought to bear on 

The ideals are being shaped over here in a 
fashion which it will be useful for Irishmen to 
study: Ireland must work them out so as to accord 
with her own instincts and necessities. 

Sir Samuel Dill wrote :— 

I have long felt that it is a public scandal that 
Irish secondary teachers should have to work for 
ineir present salaries, and any cilort to secure 
large remuneration has. my warmest sympathy. | 
must add that 1 am convinced that a radical re- 
orwanisation of the whole Intermediate system is 
most urgently needed. 

THE LORD MAYOR. . 

The Lord Mayor said that he believed secondary 
education wae the key to the whole educational 
system in this country. The necessity for re 
form in the conditions of secondary education 
was admitted by all who had given the subject 
ihe slightest consideration, and it was opportune 
that a vigorous attempt should now be made to 
effect such a reform. (Hear, hear.) The 
schemes outlined for England foreshadowed the 
expenditure of largely increased sums of money, 
and Irishmen would be sadly wanting in their 
duty were they to fail to endeavour to gain tor 
Ireland sums proportionate to her needs. (Hear, 
hear.) It was surely an anomalous state of 
affairs that existed when the amount of money 
to be expended on education must depend upon, 
and be limited by, the amount derived from a 
tax on liquor—(hear, hear)—so that the State's 
grant for education reduces as the nation be- 
comes temperate. This condition of affairs also 
controlled the States treatment of lunatic 
asylums; but in this case it may af least be 
said that there is some inter-dependency between 
drink and lunacy, whereas there is no such con- 
nection between drink and education. (Hear, 
hear, and laughter.) He noticed, however, that 
there were signs that the teachers were coming 
into their own. It was imperative that the 
status of the teacher should be such as to draw 
to the profession men and women of the 
highest attainments, as, in the absence of highly 
trained and cultured teachers true education 
was an utter imppssibility. The scheme out- 
lined for England rendered the present a parti- 
cularly opportune time at which to raise the 
question of Ireland, and to focus public opinion 
upon the securing from the Treasury a grant 

roportionate to that which was promised for 

Ingland, Scotland, and Wales. (Applause.) 

PROFESSOR CULVERWELL. 

Professor Culverwell, T.0.D., moved :— 

That the present system of secondary education 
in Ireland be reorganised so as to provide a more 
flexible system by which the inteliecival and mate 
rial needs of the country will be adequately met. 
He said he was alwaye grateful for an oppor- 
tunity of helping to create a healthy public 
opinion on education in Ireland, for at present 
there was no effective public opinion on edu- 
cation in this country. By effective 
public opinion he meant an opinion 
that issues in a real determination 
to secure that the education a 
be up tt standard, even thongh it 
might involve eacrifices, of time § and 
money. Merely to increase the grant, and to 
leave untouched the channels through which it 
is to be distributed, would, in his opinion, be 
to inflict a very grave wrong on Ireland, or, 
rather, it would to pespetuate it. (Hear, 
hear.) The wrengs which Ireland had suffered 
in the last half century, in the matter of educa- 
tion, were to be laid to the account of the Inter- 
mediate and the Natienal Boards of Education, be- 
cause these bodies had stifed public opinion on 
educational matters. All things ultimately de- 
pended on public opinion. - In proof of this he 
pointed to Mr. Fisher's proposals. In the first 
year of the war the policy of those in control 
of English education was to cut down expenses 
and divert the maney to the war. Why was it 
changed? Chiefly because the Workers’ Educa- 
tional Association aroused public opinion among 
the mass of the working people, and insiste 
on more, instead of less money — spent 
on education. If public opinion had been as 
dead over the water as it was in Ireland the 
old policy of retrenchment would have been in 
full sewing still. (Hear, hear.) As to the flexi- 
bility mentioned in the resolution it should be

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to another, but that they would gradually 
develop what was good in the system, and 
eliminate what was evil. The supreme step to 
be taken was that which would supply well- 
educated and well-paid teachers. When they 
had established a well-organised teaching pro- 
fession in connection with secondary schools al! 
other difficulties could easily be dealt with. It 
would not be necessary, for example, to abolish 
examination, for they could then have the 
proper type of examination—an examination 
largely managed by teachers themselves. (Hear, 
hear.) The Committee who were at present en- 
gaged in arranging the terms and conditions of 
recognition to the rank of secondary teachers 
was, in his opinion, engaged in the most im- 
portant work in connection with education that 
had been undertaken for a long time. He had 
no doubt they: were making certain that the 
education and training of teachers would be on 
a wide and liberal basis; and it was hoped that 
the rewards would be sufficient to attract the 
best brains of the country to the profession. 
(Hear, hear.) What he wished to point out 
was that, without a reform of secondary educa- 
tion, our universities would be unable to carry 
out a duty to the Btate that was going to he 
placed upon them. A department of scientific 
and industrial research had been set up, the 
main duty of which would be to bridge over the 
gap which had too long oxisted bétween the 
manufacturers and the gcientific men of the 


country. There had been a very satisfactory 


response by the leaders of industry, and it was | 
quite clear that when the war was over there | 


was going to be a growing demand from our 
manufacturers for men trained in metbods of 
scientific research. He had no doubt that the 
next few years would see the formation, of a 
Research Association in connection with all the 
leading industries of the country, and of the 
Empire as a whole. The question then was: 
Could the necessary men be supplied in sufficient 
numbers by the universities and other institu- 
tions doing advanced scientific work? In his 
opinion they could if secondary education was 
improved, but not otherwise. e Irish student 
had a special gift for scientific research when 
properly reined and he hoped that in the new 
movernent the Irish student would be given an 
opportunity of playing the part that he was 
certainly qualified to take. (Applause.)

of their profession they were directed by the 
General Council] what drugs they were to use 
for each particular symptom, and that the 
treatment was to be the same for all patients 
requiring treatment, whatever their other cir- 
cumstances might be.

Rev. Professor Corcoran, 8.J., University Col- 
lege, Dublin, said the questions dealt with in 
this resolution were at the base of all the excel- 
lent statements hitherto made at the meeting. 
Uniess the teaching staff of a school is ade- 
quately equipped for and secured in its position, 
the work it undertakes will not be properly dune.

The difliculty 
had mainly come because the devising of plans 
had been lef to officials who had no thorough 
knowledge of the country.

Sir Douglas Haig so rarely permits him- 
self anything in the nature of camment on 
the progress of his offensive that we may 
take especial note of the terms of his week. 
end reports. He describes the operations 
which began on Friday night and con- 
tinued on Saturday and yesterday as “ very 
successful. The phrase is the more note- 
worthy in that, although the Germans 
would have us believe that the week-end 
has seen something like a general offen- 
sive, these “very successful” opera- 
tions appear, in fact, to have been local 
in character and confined to limited objec- 
tives. They were undertaken in three 
localities—in the south in the region of 


} Bullecourt, near the junction of the ori- 


ginal Hindenburg line and the Drccourt- 
Quéant “switch” line; in the centre 
astride the Arras-Cambrai road; and on 
the north bank of the Scarpe. At all these 
points, Sir Douglas Haig reported on 
Saturday, “we have gained our objec- 
tives,’’ and the advantage has since been 
developed with success. The position at 
Bullecourt before this attack was peculiar. 
Ten days ago the Australians, ina brilliant 
advance, swept through and beyond the 
village, and established themselves in a 
sector of the Hindenburg line to the east 
of it. A German garrison, however, re- 
mained in the village, maintaining 
exiguous communication with the enemy's 
main body. Despite this presence of the 
enemy in their rear, the Australians not 
only kept, but extended, their hold on the 
Hindenburg line. It was clear, however, 
that no great progress could be made with 
the operations against the line until the 
German position in Bullecourt was cleared. 
Our troops have now established them- 
selves in the village, though the resistance 
of the hostile garrison is not yet quenched. 
In the centre, astride the Arras-Cambrai 
road, the attack has secured some twelve 
hundred yards of German trench, includ- 
ing the strong point of high ground known 
as Cavalry Farm. Even more important is 
the advance on the north bank of the 
Scarpe, where a tactical position of 
great value at Roeux, which has long 
blocked the river valley, has been com- 
pletely mastered, together with the adjoin- 
ing Ais thee one and a half

must not mislead us into supposing that 
they herald any considerable advance. 
They make the task of the advance ap- 


| preciably easier; but their main import- 


ance consists in the fact that they compel 
the Germans to counter-attacks which 
accelerate the process of wasting their re- 
serves. 

While the British and French Armies 
alternately are forcing the fighting on the 
western front, the Allied troops in Mace- 
donia are attacking the Bulgarian positions 
at various points on the difficult 
mountainous front between Lake Prespa 
and Lake Doiran. The Bulgarians have 
published a report on the fighting of the 
past week which improves upon the model 
of recent German commupiqués. The true 
character of the Allies’ action is an en- 
deavour, by localised operations, to master 
outlying positions of the enemy's lines 
before proceeding to an attack on 
their main positions, which are of enor- 
mous natural strength. Thus on the left, 
in the Cerna bend east of Monastir, 
Russian and Italian forces have taken 
several lines of trenches. In the mountains 
between the Cérmma and thé Vardar 
the Serbians are scaling thé heights 
foot by foot. West of the Vardar the 
French, who have Venezelist troops on 
their left, have carried a hill position. 
Finally on the right, between the Vardar 
and Lake Doiran, the British troops are 
gradually working their way forward and 
upward. These are the actions of which 
the Bulgarians tell us that “in general the 
battles on the Maced nian front exceeded 
in extent and violence all previous 
battles." They lay particular stress on 
the weight of the artillery fire, which 
“reached an intensity unknown until 
now. We have learned from the ex- 
perience of German communiqués couched 
in such terms that the employment of 
language of this sort by the enemy means 
the cultivation of opinion with two objects 
—the minimising of Allied successes and 
preparation for an impending retirement. 
We may well believe, however, that the 
Allies in Macedonia have not opened their 
offensive until they were able to bring an

IRISH POLICE RECOGNITION 
FUND. 


DISTRIBUTION OF REWARDS. 


A meeting of the Committee of the above- 
named funa was held in the rooms of the Dub- 
lin Chamber of Commerce on Friday afternoon. 

Mr. John Mooney, €.V.O0., D.l., Deputy 
Chairman, presided, and there were present :— 
Brigadier-General Byrne,  Inspecior-General

The fund would 
be devoted to three objects—namely, to help the 
dependents of the men who were killed, to re- 
ward gpod service, and to erect memorial stones 
over the graves of those who lost their lives 
as the result of their part in suppressing the re- 
bellion. Four ao men of the R.LC. were 
and their widows will receive sms 
varying from £170 to £200 (according to the 
number of their children) in War Lean Stock. 
Four other men of the R.I.C. were discharged 
on pension owing to permanent injuries, and they 
will receive £140 each in War Loan Stock. One 
member of the Dublin Metropolitan Police, who 
had to retire owing to his injuries, receives 
£190 in the same form as the others mentioned.

men, and they have been granted sums varying

In the eiormy days 
of the land agitation he played a prominent 
part in maintaugng the righta of the land- 
owners, and he was instrumental in establishing 
for their protection the Irish Landowners’ Con. 
vention. He was one of the original members 
ot the Executive Committee at the foundation 
of the Convention in the year 1887. For many 
years he was Vice-President for the province 
of Connaught, and upon the death of the late 
Dake of Abercorn was elected President of the 
Convention. At its meetings he was regularly 
in attendance, and he took an active part in 
the deliberatious of the organisation. His sound 
judgment and wide experience were always 
helpful, especially during critieal times, when it 
was sought to deprive landlords of some of their 
cherished rights. His knowledge of the land 
— In its various phases and its minute 

etails was ungrudgingly placed at the disposal 
of his colleagues, and was cordially appreciated 
by them. When fresh legislation wac proposed 
to be introduced, his experience of previous 
Land Acts proved of great value, and enabied 
the Convention to frame its opposition in a 
manner best calculated to suit its interests. In 
politica, Lord Clonbrock was a staunch Unionist, 
and was a consistent supporter of the Irish 
Unionist Alliance and other associations espous- 
ing the cause of the Union. Despite his ad- 
vanced age, he took an active part in the cam- 
paign against the passing of Mr. Asquith’s 
Home Rale Bill a few years ago. In Co. Gal- 
way, where he was one of the largest land- 
he essuted in organising a county 
demonstration against that measure. He pre- 
sided at the meeting, which was held in the 
city of Galway, and delivered a strong address. 
Any effort to promote agricultural and indus- 
trial progress, either in his own county or 
throughout ireland, had his approval and sup- 
port, and upon his estates at Clonbrock he 
practised farming upon an extensive scale. He 
was a well-known breeder of cattle, am t his 
herds being many prize-winners at the Balls- 
braige and county Fe in the south and west 
of Ireland. Schemes for assisting cottagers by 
means of home industries found in Lord Clon- 
brock a practical sympathiser. The subject of 
natural history had an interest for him from 
early days. Many years ago he entertained a

The possession of Bulleco urt by our 
troops after most desperate fighting gives 
us-an outer bastion of the great stronghold 
of Cambrai, and will aid towards its 
capture. With Cambrai in our hands the 
Germans would be obliged to retreat to 
the Meuse and give up a great expanse of 
country now groaning under their exac 
tions. Bullecourt is also the locality of 
the pivot where the Hindenburg line is 
joined by the Drocourt-Quéant line. The 
capture of Quéant, which is only two miles 
from Bullecourt, will mean not only a 
further breach in the Hindenburg line, 
but the turning of the line running nort 
to Drocourt. For these important ad- 
vantages we shall have to wait a while, 
for they will not be gained without very 
heavy fighting. 

It was rumoured a few days ago that an 
attempt had been made earlier in the year 
on the life of the Kaiser, and that shots 
had been fired at him as he drove through 
the streets. This story was denied. 1o- 
day a message from Switzerland states that 
an attempt to blow up the Bellevue Palace 
in the Tiergarten, where the Kaiser and 
the Imperial Family have their head- 
quarters, has been discovered. An im- 
fernal machine charged with dynamite was 
found, strong enough to have blown up 
not only the palace, but the other build, 
ings in the vicinity. The correspondent 
adds that the German Government, in all 
probability, will not fail to declare that 
this news is a pure invention. He is able, 
however, to aftirm that his information 1s 
correct. This indicates that plots must be 
brewing against the Kaiser among his own 
people, for the Bellevue Palace is most 
carefully guarded, and no foreign spy 
would be able to get near. 

A movement has been set on foot for the 
purpose of securing the publication of the 
sp delivered by the Prime Minister in 
the House of Commons on Thursday 
during the secret session. The promoters 
are met by the initial difficulty that there 
were no reporters present, but it is hoped 
that Mr. Lloyd George may have had suffi- 
cient notes to enable the speech to be made 
up again. But the Prime Minister's 
oratory is not of the kind that is provided 
or prompted by notes, and whatever form 
the speech might appear in will lack the 
fire of his spoken word. Perhaps, it
